How the Bank's Failure Affects Winne- 
mucca and Paradise. 


Says the Winnemucca Silver State of 
June 26: The failure of the Reno 
Savings Bank has affected several bus- 
iness men and the public generally, 
here and in Paradise, materially. A 
great many certificates of deposit of 
the denominations of five, ten and 
twenty dollars were in circulation 


here, and for the present, at least, are 
as valueless as so much waste paper. 
The Bullion of Paradise Mining Com- 

y transacted its financial business 
with the Reno Bank, and generally 
paid its creditors in checks on that in- 
stitution. The bullion company drew 
a number of checks on the Dank this 
week, and as they had not been 
presented before the crash, 
the company is loser te that 
amount. The value of a lot of 
bullion sent to the mint early in the 
week, was paid the bank the day be- 
fore it closed, the amount to be placed 
to the credit of the company. We 
have not learned the amount standing 
to the credit of the company in the 
oank, but there are a t many cer- 
tificates of deposit in circulation which 
have no value whatever at the present 
time.
